Winnipeg. Chief Kikcaldy made the 
arrest in his office, and she begged 
him to allow her to commit suicide 
and made a complete confession, ex- 
onerating the Galician.on whom sus- 
picion had fallen. She said that in 
a fit of insane jealousy she went up to 
Mrs. Lane and kissed her and then 
shot her. She is thought to be in- 
sane, and in her room was found a 
bottle of laundanum. She claims to 
have bought the revolver for the pur- 
pose of killing herself, and in her 
valise was found a piece of news- 
paper that fitted exactly with the 
piece of paper in which the revolver 
was found to be wrapped, showing 
the date on both places to be June 
20th.

Hilda Blake is only 22 years old 
and an orphan. She came from the 
work house in Hackingham, Norfolk, 
England, and 10 years ago was sent 
out by Lady Beauchamp to A. P. 
Stuart, of Elkhorn, where she became 
the principal figure in the famous 
child stealing case, and since leaving 
A. P. Stuart's she has been in Bran- 
don as a servant anc has always borne 
a good reputation.

Winnipeg, July 12.—The little town 
of Ninga, in southwestern portion of 
the province, is at present g estly ex- 
cited ever a mystery which came to 
light there on Saturuay lasi, oniy to 


be plunged into deeper darkness the 


next day. 

The facts of the case are briefly as 
follows: Some five or six years ago 
a well known farmer in the dictrict 
by the name of Thomas Warde sold 
a guarter section of land on which he 
had his home, for $400 in cash, came 
into Ninga aud almost immediately 
disappeared as completely as if the 
earth had swallowed him up. The 
matter had remained in this condi- 
tion until late Saturday when soine 
residents of Ninga were digging in 
a gravel pit about a mile out of that 
town aud came suddenly upon ile 
skeleton cf a man buried tn’ the saud. 
The head and shoulders were all that 
were at first exposed. and the atten- 
tion of the men who had previously 
been very intimate with Warde was 
drawn to the teeth, which remained 
intact in the akull. Two of those in 
front of the upper jaw of the skele- 
ton were false and corresponded ex- 
actly. with those of Warde. This fact 
and also some other irregularities in 
the mouth were of such a distinct 
kind as to leave no doubt in the 
minds of the men that the skeleton 
before them was that of their former 
friend Thomas Warde. As the hour 
was late they decided to return to 
Ninga at once and report the mat- 
ter to the magistrate and return to 
the spot in the morning toe complete 
the excavation. They reported the 
matter to the magistrate and the 
news was at once spread around the 
town, where it created considerable 
excitement, and was widely discussed. 
In the morning a large number of the 
leading citizens of the town, accom- 
panied the two men to the pit, where 
to their surprise and amazement every 
vestige of the skeleton had disapp a-- 
ed, The excavation in which the body 
had been was clearly visible and the 
soil had been recently disturbed, but 
beyond that no trace of the bedy 
could be found. The theory around 
town and one which finds pretty gen- 
eral credence, is that the same man 
who put Warde out of the way the 
first time ts accountable for his sec- 
ond disappearance.
